Fourth Annual Report 


The annual meeting of the Hamilton Health Association 
was held in the Spectator building and was largely attended. 
In the absence of W. D. Long, the President, J. J. Evel, Vice- 
President of the Association, occupied the chair, and in opening 
the meeting delivered his annual address, as follows: 


“It is gratifying to see such a representative gathering in 
this, the fourth annual meeting of the Hamilton Health Asso- 
ciation. The reports, which will be submitted for your con- 
sideration, show to what purpose the finances of the Associa- 
tion have been applied, yet to fully appreciate the wisdom of 
such expenditure an occasional visit to the Sanatorium and Dis- 
pensary is necessary. Take for instance the item of expense 
for the laundry. The cost for work done outside steadily in- 
creased month by month from $54, in June, 1907, to $100 in 
June, 1908, and the arrangement anything but satisfactory. 
The fixed charge at present is $60 per month. The many dis- 
turbing elements in connection therewith have been eliminated, 
the work is done under the supervision and to the entire satis- 
faction of the matron, and is an evidence of the wisdom of your 
auxiliary board. 


“ The water supply there has always been a subject of anx- 
ious thought. The pump at first installed became a bill of ex- 
pense and very unreliable when most needed. Your commit- 
tee procured a windmill, which has fulfilled our expectations. 
It can be operated with wind or electric power. The cost of 
operating pump has been cut out entirely, and, so far, we get 
all the water required. In this connection it has been sug- 
gested that cisterns be built to receive the rain water from the 
women’s and men’s shacks, which could be used for washing 
purposes. The women’s shack could be raised two feet and 
some needed extensions be built at the back of the shack, for 
winter use. 


“ A roadway has been cut through from the entrance of the 
grounds to the brow of the mountain, thereby facilitating easy 
access to the cars and city, and at the same time improving the 
general appearance of the place.

“The thanks of the Association is tendered to Mr. Darke, 
Mr. Macklem and Mr. Rymal for their assistance in this under- 
taking, and to E. D. Smith, of Winona, for the kind offer of 
100 choice evergreen trees, which will further add to the beauty 
of the grounds. Some attempts have been made towards 
grading and sodding around the buildings. The undergrowth 
in the woods has been cleared and the patients are assisting to 
keep the grounds tidy, and with a little brushing up in the 
spring we shall be ready to receive the Canadian Society for 
the Prevention of Tuberculosis. 


“ The success attending the opening of the Down-town Dis- 
pensary on Hess street demonstrates the need of such an insti- 
tution. The attendance of patients there has already doubled 
the attendance of patients at the hospital. We seem to be get- 
ting into sympathetic contact with the very people among whom 
we expect to work the most good. There is no longer any ex- 
cuse for those who neglect to avail themselves of expert medical 
advice, and the devoted attendance of our nurses, and which, if 
neglected, may mean all the difference between a life of health 
or sickness. 


“T wish to express my thanks to Mr. Thomas W. Watkins 
for his ready advice and assistance during the year, and to Mrs. 
P. D. Crerar and the ladies of the Auxiliary Board, than whom 
there is no more devoted band of workers in existence. With 
them the work is no mere fad, but calls for and receives earnest 
and untiring effort. 


‘May you so continue to build upon the foundation already 
laid and assist in stamping out of our city that unrelentless 
plague of tuberculosis.” 


The report of the Honorary Secretary, W. J. Southam, was 
submitted by him and was as follows: 


Secretary’s Report 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


At the last, the third annual meeting of this Association, the 
date on which the fiscal year terminated, was changed, and in- 
stead of our year closing with the calendar year, it now ends on 
September 30th, conforming with the practice general in most 
hospitals and similar institutions. | Reports by the Physician- 
in-charge and the Treasurer, giving statistics and showing the 
financial position of our Association, must be fyled with the

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Provincial Government for each year ending September 3oth. 
Because of this and for other reasons, our fiscal year ending as 
it now does will in future be the means of saving considerable 
extra work, 


The following report is for a period of nine months ending 
gath September, 1908. —_It gives in detail the maintenance, re- 
ceipts and expenditure for this period, and also gives a list of 
the assets and liabilities at the end of our year. ‘The total ex- 
penditure during the nine months amounted to $14,687.69, and 
of this amount $9,016.12 was for maintenance or current ex- 
penses, and the balance, $5,671.57, has been charged against 
capital account, as follows:

The maintenance expenses are, in comparison, considerably 
higher, but the report of the Physician-in-charge shows that the 
number of patients treated has been in excess of any nine 
months’ period since the Sanatorium was opened.

Commenting on Mr. Southam’s report, Mr. Evel said it was 
pleasing to note that the milk bill was twice as large as the bill 
for medicine. He pointed out that there was now good pas- 
ture on the farm, and expressed the hope that a couple of good 
cows might soon be procured. He thought the report showed 
the Sanatorium to be in splendid shape. 


In moving the adoption of the report P. D. Crerar, K. C., 
expressed regret that the capital account had to be drawn on 
for the installation of a laundry. He thought the association 
should go to the Provincial Government and remind the offi- 
cials of the promise made to increase the grant on non-paying 
patients by $3 per week each. He thought the government 
should support those unable to care for themselves by reason of 
illness as well as criminals. He made a reference to the good 
work of the Health Association, and quoted Charles E. Hughes, 
at the American Association for the Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis, as follows: ‘If we had, through the misfortune of war, 
or the sudden rise of pestilence, or through some awful 
calamity, the destruction of life that annually takes place on 
account of the spread of tuberculosis, we should be appalled, 
and mass meetings would be held in every community and de- 
- mand would be made that the most urgent measures should be 
adopted. It is only because we are accustomed to this waste 
of life, and are prone to think it is one of the dispensations of 
Providence, that we go about our business little thinking of the 
preventive measures that are possible.” 


The report was adopted. 


Dr. Holbrook’s Report 


To the Members of the Hamilton Health Association: 
Ladies and Gentlemen: 


I take pleasure in presenting the report for the year 1908. 
While the progress of last year was one chiefly of construction, 
that of this year has been for the most part the completion of 
the work already begun. Thus, a 4-inch drain, almost 400 yards 
in length, was laid, and a number of other improvements have 
been made to provide for satisfactory sewage disposal. The 
laundry was completed, and an electric motor installed, so that 
the laundry work is done on the grounds. A windmill was 
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erected, and recently machinery was installed to enable the 
pump to be worked by means of electric power. The various 
buildings and shacks were wired, and are now lighted by elec- 
tricity. In addition, a new road was built to the brow, and is 
now being paved with cinders, and a portion of the grounds has 
been graded and sodded. 


And yet, considerable construction has been done as well. 
The combined Chapters of the Daughters of the Empire re- 
modelled the old laundry and added dressing and both rooms, 
fitting it into a very comfortable shack for two patients, and 
presenting it as a birthday gift. In addition to the two 
chicken houses, two new houses were donated by St. Hilda’s 
Chapter, daughters of the Empire, and runs enclosed by chicken 
wire have been made for the fowl. A dressing room has been 
added to the Stevens shack, making it more comfortable and 
much safer for winter use. 


A considerable portion of the woods at the brow was 
cleared of brush, thus adding greatly to its appearance, and at 
a comparatively small cost steps were built to the bottom of the 
ravine, along which a walk was constructed to reach the electric 
railway. Lately this walk has been paved with crushed stone. 


The patients are very fortunate to have so much interest 
shown in their welfare by the citizens generally, and especially 
by the various chapters of the Daughters of the Empire. They 
have been entertained on several occasions, and supplied with 
a great many devices to add to their enjoyment. Besides, the 
duties of the staff are made very much lighter as a result of the 
very generous supply of linen and blankets from St. Elizabeth’s 
Chapter. 


During the summer the total number of patients at one time 
reached 39, and there is now winter accommodation for 36, 
which I believe is all that will be required for some time to 
come when once the Southam Home is opened. 


Recently the out-patient dispensary has been opened, and 
already we are receiving more patients for examination. The 
work of rendering assistance to advanced cases on Miss Ren- 
ton’s visiting list is greatly facilitated, and it enables the nurse 
and myself to keep in touch with all the cases, as it was quite 
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impossible to do before. Besides, we are meeting with con- 
siderable success in inducing others, in any house where a case 
has occurred, to come for examination. 


I have to thank Mrs. Wanzer for so carefully looking after 
the duties that fall to her lot, and Miss Wyatt for intelligent aid 
in the treatment of the patients, and also the staff, six of whom 
are ex-patients.

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Report of the Ladies’ Auxiliary Board 


Miss Elsie B. Forbes, Secretary, reported for the Ladies’ 
Auxiliary as follows: 


During the year twelve meetings of the Ladies’ Auxiliary 
Board have been held. The business of these meetings has 
been the checking and passing for payment by the Treasurer 
the monthly maintenance and capital expenditure accounts, the 
reading of the monthly reports of the physician-in-charge as to 
the number and progress of the patients at the Sanatorium, and 
the reading of the detailed report by Miss Renton of the work 
as carried on in the down-town Dispensary. Miss Renton has 
proved herself a most efficient and sympathetic nurse, and her 
circle of influence has been greatly enlarged since the opening 
of the down-town Dispensary. Amongst other duties. her 
work entails the almost daily average of thirty-four visits to 
patients who are having home treatment in the city. Dr. Hol- 
brook holds a clinic twice a week at the Dispensary during his 
visits there. The establishment of this down-town branch is 
proving to be a further step in the right direction. 


The Ladies’ Auxiliary Board wishes to express their deep 
regret at the death of Miss Doolittle, one of the Sanatorium’s 
best friends. The patients, both on the mountain and in the 
city, were indebted to her for many weary hours brightened be- 
cause of her kindness and thoughtfulness, and many added 
comforts through her generosity. 


The past year has been a most progressive one, new features 
having been inaugurated ; notably amongst these are the garden 
and telephone system, the latter the gift of Mrs. Sanford. The 
garden proved a great boom, providing, as it did, quantities of 
fresh vegetables. The Association is indebted to John A. 
Bruce & Co. and the Steele. Briggs Co. for seeds. Besides 
providing sufficient vegetables for the use of the Sanatorium, 
it is anticipated that this department will show a handsome 
balance during the coming season. 


It is difficult to find words in which to sufficiently express 
thanks and appreciation of the great work which the Daughters 
of the Empire have carried on. | Each Chapter rivals the other 
in gifts to the Sanatorium. The complete hennery, the gift 
of St. Hilda’s Chapter, is the envy of the whole neighborhood. 
The Hallowe'en party, given by St. Cecelia’s Chapter, was the 
social event of the year amongst the patients. he splendid 
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donation of furnishings and equipment for the down-town Dis- 
pensary by the combined Chapters is their last and one of their 
best works. 


The patients at the Sanatorium have formed a club, called 
“The League of Willing Workers,” with this motto, “Let us 
each day do something for some one.’”’ Each member has a 
silver badge, presented by Mrs. P. D. Crerar. Co-operating 
with the staff the league has worked wonders in improving the 
grounds and buildings. 


During December the ladies of the Board were very active 
in disposing of Christmas Stamps in aid of the Sanatorium. 
The generous and ready response of the merchants and citizens 
of Hamilton made of this work a pleasure. The Stamps were 
presented by Mrs. Southam, and through this campaign 
$1.244.40 was added to the fund to stamp out the white plague.

They 
had also been blessed with an excellent staff, and she did not 
think it was possible to get a man better fitted for the work than 
Dr. Holbrook. The matron had been both matron and mother 
to the patients, and the nurses had done excellent work. She 
thought that the Daughters of the Empire deserved the nice 
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things said of them. She urged the complete equipment of the 
dispensary, and promised an afternoon’s enjoyment for the 
delegates who came here to attend the Canadian Association 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, in June next. 

Mr. Southam read a letter from the Canadian Association 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis, relative to the coming meet- 
ing, and some time was spent in discussing it. It was finally 
left to a committee, consisting of Dr. Roberts, Dr. Mullin, Dr. 
Holbrook, Mr. Southam, Mr: Crerar and Mr. Evel. 


The meeting then adjourned.
